James K. Guthrie’s career could 
be briefly described by a quotation 
of Henri-Frederic Ameil in his state- 
ment “To do easily what is difficult 
is the mark of talent. To do what is 
impossible for talent is the mark of 
genius’, 

Composition, truth, and inter- 
pretation are the basic rules of two 
professions—journalism and music. 
Mr. Guthrie coinstantaneously pur- 
sued both in his early teens. Born in 
1914—he began working on the Sun- 
Telegram in San Bernardino at the 
age of 14. He started from the usual 
after-school and vacation type jobs 
to after-college status as police re- 
porter. Progressing from this and re- 
lated reporting jobs he rose to pub- 
lisher and executive-vice president. 
He directed the affairs of the Sun- 
Telegram from 1965 to 1969 when it 
was purchased by a large Eastern 
chain. 

He began the serious study of 
music and conducting at age fifteen. 
Studying first under Alfred Hertz, 
conductor and founder of the San 
Francisco Symphony. Dr. Artur 
Rodzinski, Fritz Zweig, Pietro Cim- 
ini are among some of the famous 
conductors under whom he studied. 
He was the assistant conductor for 
Leopold Stokowski at the Holly- 
wood Bowl. He was assigned as 
director of instrumental music and 
opera at the Redlands Bowl at the 
age of seventeen. Since then he has 
appeared as guest conductor of the 
leading symphony orchestras of the 
United States and Canada. 











His delightful multi-faceted 
ability encompassed the lighter vein 
of Broadway Shows at the Holly- 
wood Bowl, and the Greek Theater 
in Los Angeles, As musical director 
of the American Music Theater, 
Mr. Guthrie conducted dozens of 
operas in English. 

Recently he was staff conduc- 
tor of the Los Angeles Philharmonic 
Orchestra, and as such was in 
charge of that orchestra’s Youth 
Concerts. Resigning his position 
with the philharmonic in 1969, he 
accepted an appointment by Prest- 
dent Nixon as director of planning 
and analysis for the ‘National En- 
dowment for the Arts” in Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

His brilliant star came into the 
San Jose view in 1970 when he re- 
signed from this appointment tn be- 
come musical director and conduc- 
tor of the San Jose Symphony 
Orchestra, a position he holds con- 
currently with the Riverside Sym- 
phony Orchestra. 

In the life, loves and measures 
that fill a cup or pace a tempo ona 
musical scale, Mr. Guthrie’s truth, 
humor, and music weave a particu- 
larly unique pattern, designed with- 
in two spheres, creating from the 
best of each of his worlds.

Last week, a 12-year-old girl and her mother heard some records of tunes 
i that were popular in the 1930s. ‘‘Mom," said the girl, “how come afl 
| those songs sound alike? Can you tell them apart?” 























“Yes,” said the mother, “} can. But did you know,”’ she asked her 12- 
year-old, “that there are a fot of people who say that all the music of 
Bach, Beethoven and Stravinsky sounds alike? And did you know that 
others think all operas sound alike? 


“And you can't blame them,” she added. “It takes familiarity with a sub- 
ject to be able to tell the difference between examples of that subject.” 


“Did you know,” she went on, “that to many westerners, all orientats look 
alike and that a lot of people think all Chinese dishes taste ake? 


And then she said this: “Just take the music that KLIV piays. You and | 
know when the Beatles are playing, or when Aretha Franklin 's singing, 
or when we're listening to Bob Dylan or Three Dog Night. Yet, just as you 
think all ofd songs sound alike, a lot of folks insist that all current songs 
sound alike.” 


We found that dialogue well worth repeating. And if you are listening to 
this station now only because your youngster has forced you to do so, 
we commend to you some of this philosophy. If you think all the music 
we play sounds alike, it might just be that you’re unfamiliar with it.

The San Jose Junior Symphony As- 
sociation was organized in March of 1953 
with the aid of members of the Women’s 
Committee of the San Jose Civic Sym- 
phony Association. 

The director selected to lead the first 
Junior Symphony was San Matean Eman- 
uel Leplin, violinist, composer and con- 
ductor. Rehearsals began in October, 
1953, for concerts to be presented in 
January and April, 1954. Auditions were 
held at San Jose High School and judged 
by the first chair performers from the San 
Jose Symphony. 

The first performance of the Junior 
Symphony was performed on March 2, 
1954, in Morris Dailey Auditorium at 5an 
Jose State College. 

In November of 1954 a new conduc- 
tor, Mr. Allyn Ferguson, Jr., took over the 
baton. 

The Junior Symphony had a total of 
75 musicians. 

Dr. Robert Hare conducted the Junior 
Orchestra in its 1958 season, beginning 
a series of several conductors: Mr. Vin- 
cent Carter from 1959 through 1961; Hugo 
Renaldi from 1961 to 1963; Wolfgang 
Kuhn from 1963 through 1965; Rudolph 
Foglia from 1965 to 1967; Dr. Vernon Reed 
from 1967 through 1968; and Mr. Stoia 
from 1968 up to the present. 

At the request of the orchestra mem- 
bers, the name of the orchestra was 
changed in 1964 to “San Jose Youth Sym- 
phony’,

SYMPHONY COMMUNITY SERVICES 


SUMMER MUSIC CAMP 

Symphony held its first annual Sum- 
mer Music Camp at Camp Campbell in 
the Santa Cruz Mountains in July, 1971, 
where one hundred young musicians from 
Santa Clara County were able to spend an 
entire week practicing, learning and per- 
forming with Youth Symphony Conductor 
Eugene Stoia and four outstanding musi- 
cians: Alfred Gillis, Professor of Viola at 
Fresno State College; Donald Homuth, 
Professor of Cello at San Jose State Col- 
lege and a member of the San Jose 
Symphony Orchestra; John Butterfield, re- 
nown woodwinds instructor, and Carroll 
Eikjer, music instructor of brass. These 
young people were provided workshops 
and seminars, recreation, music programs, 
and the opportunity to perform for the 
public, all at no cost other than what 
Symphony was charged for use of the 
facilities. 

Symphony wishes to provide an ex- 
panded camp facility for two weeks dur- 
ing the summer of 1972 and to be able to 
handle a larger enrollment and provide 
expanded instruction. The 1971 camp was 
offered without requests for funding from 
the community, but expansion of this pro- 
gram will depend upon community sup- 
port. Any Symphony friends able to give 
financial or logistical aid to our 1972 sum- 
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mer camp will be doing a great service to 
these fine youngsters as well as contrib- 
uting to the future quality of our com- 
munity’s music. 


YOUNG PEOPLE'S CONCERTS 

With the assistance of the San Jose 
Federation of Musicians, Local 153 A.F.M., 
Symphony is able to provide concerts for 
school children in our community which 
greatly enhance their appreciation of fine 
music. In November, 1971, Maestro Guth- 
rie conducted an enthusiastically received 
Young People’s Concert which filled the 
Civic Auditorium to the brim. Symphony 
was unable to accemmodate all of the re- 
quests from schools for seating and the 
May, 1972 concert provides for twice as 
many students. 


COMMUNITY SERVICE CONCERTS 

The first such event in the United 
States, San Jose Symphony Orchestra 
presented its season opening concert to 
the people of the San Jose area as a gilt, 
of music, sponsored by the San Jose Mer- 
cury News. This concert will provide an 
unprecedented musical experience for 
those persons of our community who 
would not for various reasons be able to 
attend Symphony performances.
